Practically 1,500,000 persons or eigh- 


ty per cent of the population of the 
Baltic provinces are said to be starv- 
ing. Peasant Zakhar who proclaimed 
himself the real czar of Russia ' has 
been accepted as emperor by fully 500,- 
000 peasants. The pretender marches 
at the head of his followers clad in 
ancient princely robes. A number of 
agitators dressed in uniforms of Rus-' 
sian generals are visiting the different 
villages persuading ignorant villagers 
that the czar has ordered the burning 
of all the estates.

EMPLOYERS CLOSE PLANTS 


Battalion of Reservists, One Thou 


sand Strong, In Revolt Because of 
Poor 
Food — Peasants Pillaging 


Estates and Threatening Landlords 
With Death—Zemstvo Congress. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. ZZ. — Despite 


the decision arrived at by the council 
of workmen's delegates on the morn- 
ing of Nov. 20 not to attempt the in- 
troduction of a movement for 
an 


eight-hour day, the question of short- 
er hours is taking a critical turn and 
threatens to produce an industrial cri- 
sis. 
At the Hubbard, Westinghouse 


and other important works the men 
insist on a reduction of hours and 
have adopted a course of dropping 
their tools after they have labored 
eight hours. 
The employers held a 


meeting and resolved to stand firm 
against the demands of the men. The 
local works will be closed until the 
men consent to the old system of GO 
hours a week. 


Advices from Gomel in the govern-
